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Method of performing the Tasbih Prayer 


There are two ways of performing the Tasbih Prayer (Salatu t-Tasablh or 
Salatu t-Tasblh), both of which are correct according to the sunnah. The 
following is the method preferred by Maulana Shaikh Nazim. This prayer 
consists of four raka‘at, and may be prayed with a single Tasllm or with two, 
i.e. as 2-2 raka‘at or as 4. Shaikh Nazim formerly prayed it as 2-2, but 
nowadays prefers to pray it as 4. 

The main feature of the Tasablh Prayer is the recitation of a specific Tasbih 
three hundred times during the course of the prayer. This Tasbih is recited a 
certain number of times in each successive posture of the prayer. It is a 
difference in the number of times it is recited in each position which 
constitutes the difference between the two methods.

And I bear witness that our Leader, our Support and our Master Muhammad 
is His Servant, His Beloved and His Emissary, Allah Most High having sent 
him as a mercy for the worlds. May Allah - Most High - bless him, his 
Family, Children, Wives, Companions, Followers and his Rightly Guided 
and Guiding Khalifahs after him, and his Deputies perfected in his obedience 
especially on the Imams, truly the Khalifahs of the Emissary of Allah: the 
Commanders of the Faithful, their Excellencies Abu Bakr, ‘Umar, ‘Uthman 
and ‘Ali, of glorious standing, and on the rest of the Companions and their 
Successors, may Allah Most High be pleased with them all. 

O Believers who are present here! Fear Allah and obey Him! Allah is with 
those who fear Him and with those who perform good deeds. 

Allah - the Sublime and Most High - said in His Book which He sent down 
to His chosen Prophet (may Allah bless him and grant him peace): 

"And We have only created Jinns and Mankind in order for them to worship 
us. I do not wish to have nourishment from them, nor do I wish for them to 
obey me.

Supplication: O Allah! Grant us a mighty victory, and bestow upon us a swift 
conquest. O Allah! Make for us a governor from You, and o Allah! Grant us 
a victorious Sovereign (who comes) from You. And write down good health, 
safety, forgiveness and haleness for us, and the Hajjis and Pilgrims, the 
Warriors and others who struggle in the Way of Allah, and for both those 
who remain at home and all those who travel on Your land, on Your sea or 
in Your air who are of the Nation of Muhammad (may Allah bless him and 
grant him peace), and Peace be upon the Emissaries and Praise be to Allah, 
Lord of the Worlds. 

"Allah commands justice, good deeds and giving to those who are related, 
and He forbids indecency, disapproved acts, and wickedness; He admonishes 
you so that you may remember."

Call to (stand in) Prayer 
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Special Practices on Holy Days 


In Rajab and Sha‘ban one should either fast: 

a) every Monday and Thursday, 
or: 

b) every day. 

In Muslim, Abu Dawud, and Ahmad: 'Uthman ibn Hakim al-Ansari said: I 
asked Sa'id ibn Jubayr about fasting in Rajab, and we were then passing 
through the month of Rajab, whereupon he said: I heard Ibn 'Abbas saying: 
"The Emissary of Allah used to observe fast so continuously that we thought 
he would never break it, and at other times he remained without fasting so 
continuously that we thought he would never fast." 

If one is fasting every Monday and Thursday then one should include fasting 
on the 15th of each month and the 26th and 27th of Rajab. (It is praiseworthy 
to fast the three "white" days of each month. These being the 13th, 14th and 
15th) These are only general guidelines. When in doubt, consult with 
someone versed in the Shari ‘ah. 


Laylatu l-'Isra' 

(The 27th of Rajab) 

The night before the 27th of Rajab is the Night of Ascension of the Prophet 

(»). 

One may do the following between the Maghrib and ‘Isha' prayer: 

a) Pray 20 raka‘at, 2 or 4 at a time, reading 20 Ikhlasu Sharif in each raka‘ah. 

b) After the 20 raka‘ah, read 100 Istighfar outloud. 

c) Then, 100 Salawat Sharlfah outloud. 



Laylatu 1-Bara‘ah 

(The Night of the 15th Sha‘ban) 


The Prophet (lH) said: "Allah looks at His creation in the night of mid- 
Sha‘ban and He forgives all His creation except for a mushrik (idolater) or a 
mushahin (one bent on hatred)." 

From ' A'isha («§&): She said: The Prophet (H) stood up in prayer during part 
of the night and made his prostration so lengthy that I thought his soul had 
been taken back. When I saw this I got up and went to move his big toe, 
whereupon he moved, so I drew back. When he raised his head from 
prostration and finished praying, he said: "O 'A'isha, O fair little one 
(humayra')! Did you think that the Prophet had broken his agreement with 
you?" She replied: "No, by Allah, O Emissary of Allah, but I thought that 
your soul had been taken back because you stayed in prostration for so long." 
He said: "Do you know what night this is?" She said: "Allah and His Prophet 
know best." He said: "This is the night of mid-Sha‘ban! Verily Allah the 
Glorious and Majestic look at His servants on the night of mid-Sha‘ban, and 
He forgives those who ask forgiveness, and He bestows mercy on those who 
ask mercy, and He gives a delay to the people of envy and spite in their 
state." 

This is the night before the 15th when your provision for the coming year is 
determined and a night of forgiveness. 

Although the majority of the commentators consider the "blessed night" in 
the above verses to refer to the Night of Decree (laylat al-qadr) which is 
considered to be in the month of Ramadan, yet the commentaries also 
mention that this "blessed night" may be that of mid-Sha'ban (laylat al- 
bara'a). Consequently the Shari‘a has commended observance of that night. 
Imam Suyuti says: "As for the night of mid-Sha‘ban, it has great merit and it 
is desirable (mustahabb) to spend part of it in supererogatory worship." 



One may do this between Maghrib and ‘Isha' prayer: 

Read Suratu Ya-Sln (Pg. 172) 3 times: 

1) the first is to be read with the intention of raising one's maqam, or station. 

2) the second with the intention of asking for rizq, or provision. 

3) the third with the intention of protection from enemies. 

After ‘Isha' one should read either: 

a) 300 Ikhlas Sharif (Pg. 162), 
or: 

b) 1 ,000 Ikhlas Sharif 

in any number of raka‘at needed to complete the above, e.g. for b) 40 raka'at 
in which 25 Ikhlas Sharif are read in each raka'at. 

A way, which does come from Hadith and is mentioned, for example, in the 
book "Al-Ghunyatu li-Taalibiyi 1-Haqq", a work ascribed to Shaikh ‘Abdul 
Qadir al-Jilani (or Geylani as Maulana prefers to pronounce it), consists of 
100 raka'at. Best of all is to pray these 2-2-2 etc, though it would be 
acceptable to combine them into four, six or eight raka‘ at with one salam. 
Shaikh Nazim prays two - two - two, etc. In each raka'ah you pray Suratu 1- 
Fatihah and then ten times Suratu 1-Ikhlas. 



Ramadan 

Tarawlh 


The order in which the Shaikh performs the Tarawih prayer in London is as 
follows: 

1. First, the sunnah and fard prayers for ‘Is ha': 

4 sunnah. 

4 fard. 

2 sunnah. 

2. Then, tarawlh — 20 sunnah raka ‘at. 

After every 2 raka‘at: Salli ‘ala Muhammad. 

After every 4 raka ‘ah, sit and read: 

Suratu 1-Ikhlas (3x). 
then: Salli ‘ala Muhammad. 

After 16th raka ‘ah: 

Suratu 1-Ikhlas (3x). 

then - ‘Ala Sayyidi 1-Ka'inati s-salawat (ft). 

After 18th raka' at: ‘Ala Sayyidi 1-Ka'inati s-salawat (111). 

After 20th rak‘ah: Suratu 1-Ikhlas (3x). 
then: 

Shahru Ramadan alladhl unzila fihi 1-Qur'an, hudan li -n-nasi wa bayyinatin 
mina 1-huda wa 1-furqan. Amin. Amin. Amin wa 1-hamdu li-Llahi Rabbi 1- 
‘alamln (2, 85). 

3 . Then pray Salatu 1- witr - 3 raka ‘at. 
then - ‘Ala Rasulina s-salawat (ft) 

then read: Amana r-Rasulu... (2, 285-286) (Pg. 176). 

Then follow like in anynornal ‘Isha’ prayer (Pg. 36, N° 21). 



Lailatu 1-Qadr 

Rules of behaviour during the "Night of Destiny' 


1) Intention: I intend to start the forty (see fourth page from beginning) 

2) After the night prayer and the following sunnah (two raka‘at), recite the 
adab of the tarlqa [i.e. : the small waslfa (pg. 106)]. 

3) Express the intention to fast the next day. 

4) Pray Salatu Tarawih [20 raka‘at (pg. 151)]. 

5) Pray Salatu Tasabih [four raka‘at in jama‘at (pg. 134)]. 

6) Pray Salatu Shukr [thanksgiving prayer (two raka‘3t in jama‘at)]. 

7) Pray Salatu 1-Witr with Qunut invocation (three raka‘at in jama‘at). 

8) Khatmu 1-Khwajagan and dhikr. 

9) Then stay awake all night reading the Holy Qur'an and practising the 
awrad until sunrise. 

10) It is praiseworthy to pray during the vigil from 20 to 100 raka‘at reciting 
(during its execution) Suratu 1-Fatiha together with the first verse (or verses) 
only, from the second Surah till the last. 

11) During the following day it is advisable, in fact it is necessary to make 
two sacrifices for the face of Allah, the Highest, the All-Mighty, to thank 
Allah and to amend (the shortcomings) of your fast. You should offer it for 
the community of the Prophet Muhammad (ft) and for the people of the 
Tarlqa, distributing the meat to the poor and the needy. This is a tradition 
that Mawlana Sultan al-Awliya' always followed throughout his life.

Note of caution 


"A spiritual exercise must be like clothing for the murid. It is a must 
natural and easy thing to wear suitable and well-fitted clothing - 
especially such a cloak of honour. But, if the exercise exceeds the 
capacity of the murid, it becomes like an excess burden of ill-fitting 
clothes that the murid can't wear. And so, if the exercise doesn't fit 
him, he must carry it around like a heavy bulky package: he will 
always be looking for a place where he can conveniently dump it or 
get rid of it." 

Take therefore from these devotions according to your capacity. 



General notes 


The following notes are meant to clarify some of the practices which occur in 
the preceding pages. If there is any perfection in them, it has come to us from 
our Masters, and most particularly our master Shaikh Nazim al-Haqqanl an- 
Naqshbandl (may Allah continually raise his station). If there is any 
imperfection in them, however, may Allah be merciful with us and forgive 
us. 


This book assumes that you know how to pray a two, three or four raka‘at 
circle of prayer. 

We have added a transliteration for the sole purpose of helping beginners and 
not to make a script that should be relied upon at the expense of using or 
learning the original Arabic. Even the best transliteration will NOT enable 
you to recite the Arabic as it should be. Arabic is the language of the Qur'an, 
the language of Rasulullah (ft), the language of Paradise, so we should also 
make an effort to learn it. Also we have omitted the transliteration of the 
khutba because we suppose that the khatib should know how to read Arabic. 

Due to his humbleness, Shaikh Nazim is not requesting us to add his name in 
the du‘a' for the Shuiukh of the Tariqa, (pg. 26, 30, etc.), but it is a good 
practice to do it anyway. 

The actual recitations are in regular font style, while notes and comments are 
in italic style. 

In these notes we have intended to explain unusual or special practices. All 
of the practices, however are based on the Sunnah of the Prophet (ft) and 
explanations of the special benefits of every one of them can be found in the 
traditional references. 

The general method of prayer follow the Hanafl School, worthy of note, 
however, are the following: 

(1) The Qunut or supplication in the Fajr Prayer is normal in the ShafiT 
School, but is generally unknown and confusing to the Hanafl’s. Note, 
however, that the Hanafl School recommends reading this supplication 
(which they call Qunutu n-Nazilah: the supplication when misfortune befalls) 
whenever the Muslim Ummah is in danger. Since the Ummah is now 



constantly in this state there is surely no contradiction of this prayer's 
validity in either school. 

(2) After reciting Suratu 1-Fatihah in prayer, Maulana and a large number of 
his followers raise their voices to say Amin. This is generally a feature of the 
ShafiT School, according to the Hanafls both Imam and congregation should 
say this quietly. Maulana Shaikh. 

(3) Again, at the beginning of Suratu 1-Fatihah, Shaikh Nazim generally 
recites the Basmalah aloud, though in recent years (out of deference to his 
Hanafl followers, who recite it quietly) he has begun to recite it in a lower 
voice than the Fatihah, but nevertheless audibly. 

(4) The funeral prayer for the absent is a difficult bone of contention. The 
ShafiT School permit this unconditionally, pointing out that the Prophet 
(may Allah bless him and grant him peace) performed the Funeral Prayer for 
the Negus (Najashl), Emperor of Ethiopia. This was performed in the 
graveyard of al-Baql in Medinah, though the Negus had died in his native 
land. The Hanafls, on the other hand claim that this was a special permission, 
and that the Prophet (lH) was actually witnessing the body of the Negus 
before him during the prayer. 

Shaikh Nazim makes the intention of praying this Janazah for all those 
Muslims who have died the previous day in places so remote that there was 
nobody to perform the Funeral Prayer, and making this special intention 
largely removes any contradictions of its validity. 

Muhyiuddln ibn al-‘Arabi (Q.s.) made it a condition of practice on all his 
murids. 

We have attempted to include as many variations of certain prayers as 
possible. Although approximately 95% of this book is standard, you will find 
some variations in actual practice. 

Only the first prayers are written out in full. Subsequent prayers refer, 
implicitly or explicitly, back to the full reference on a previous page. This 
was done to reduce space. 

The Shaikh uses a miswak, or toothstick, before every ritual action, as well 
as before every Qur'an reading. 



Notes by pages 

1. (Page 10) Since the Islamic day begins at sunset, Maghrib is the first prayei 

in the book. 

2. (Pg. 12, N°3) These two raka'at were quickly prayed by the Sahaba ( 4 ®), or 

Companions, of the Prophet (H) after hearing the maghrib adhan, 
We find ahadith on this practice in some of the canonical Hadith 
collection as well as in Imam Suyuti. The Prophet (S) never 
prevented the Sahaba from doing this and therefore it is considered 
Sunna, the Sunna being based on: 
what the Prophet (sfe) did; 
what the Prophet (S) said; 

what the Prophet (SI) approved of (i.e. did not specifically forbid). 
It is mentioned that many of the great Sufi Shaikhs maintained this 
practice, these included Imam Ghazali (Q.s.) and Shaikh al-Akbar, 
Muhyiuddln ibn al-‘Arabi (Q.s.). 

3. (Pg. 12, 4) The iqamat is prefaced by the salawat on the Prophet (H). This is 

similar to the practice of prefacing the reading of a Fatha with a 
Salawat on the Prophet (is) 

(al-Fatihah ma‘a s-salawat). 

The iqamat is exactly like the adhan (with the addiction indicated 
in the Hanafi madhhab. You will sometimes find it shortened (tc 
be more precise, halved) in others legal schools. 

4. (Pg. 14, 5) This is done mostly in the European and U.S. Jama‘ats and during 

Ramadan. 

5. (Pg. 16, 7) At the end of the reading of the Throne verse, the Shaikh blows 

around himself for protection. This is indicated by the sligh 
moving of his head from left to right and back. At the same time 
he is raising his prayer beads up for the tasbih, so it looks like as 
if he is blowing on the prayer-beads. The letter, however, is not the 
case. 

6. (Pg. 18,11) The funeral prayer for those absent persons who have died withou 

having anyone prayed over them is a fard kafaya, a practice that 
only one member of a community has to perform. Tike the two 
sunna raka'at before maghrib, we know that the great shaikhs usee 



to make it a daily practice. This prayer is done according to the 
Hanafi School and it is prayed standing, facing the qibla. The 
Shaikh has said that this prayer is also prayed for the martyrs. 
Therefore, when one prays over these martyrs, one receives the 
reward of the degree of those who have died. 

7. (Pg. 22, 13) These are known as the Salatu 1-Awabin, i.e. of those who turr 

frequently in prayer to their Lord. They constitute six raka'at oi 
two raka'at each, with a taslim (as-salamu ‘alaykum wt 
rahmatullah to the right and left at the end), between every twe 
raka'at. 

8. (Pg. 22, 16) In some situations, this section (usually in Maghrib and ‘Isha 

prayer) is shortened considerably. There is only a reading of (59, 
22-24 e 53, 7) in Maghrib and (2, 285-286) in Tsha', with a short 
concluding Supplication by the Shaikh at the end. However, i: 
there is time, you should attempt to complete the proper sequence 
even if you have to do it on your own. 

9. (Pg. 26, 22) This is one of the shortest form of this dedication. The Shaikh once 

mentioned that this could include mentioning all major saints anc 
members of the family of the Prophet (is), as well as the major 
Shaikhs of our tariqa, may Allah sanctify their blessed secrets 
(See pg. 124-133). 

10. (Pg. 30, 10) The Shaikh prays these 4 raka‘at combined, or in the language ol 

the Shari‘at, without a taslim between each set of 2. This means 
that you pray the two raka'at as if they were a complete set. 
including the tahiyat on the Prophet (S) and Sayyidina Ibrahim 
(8S0) but then you don't give the taslim, or salutations, at the end 
You get up again and pray another complete set of two raka‘ at 
exactly like the first two including the Fatiha and a sura from the 
Qur'an. These are then concluded by the final taslim. This kind o: 
combination will be indicated in the text by 2-2 with only one 
taslim. 

11. (Pg. 32,11) The qunut prayer is inserted in the third raka‘ ah after you have 

read the Fatiha and a sura from the Qur'an (the Shaikh usually 
reads Suratu 1-Ikhlas), and before the ruku‘, or bowing. 



After you have finished reading the sura from the Qur'an, raise 
your hands to your ears, as you would to begin the prayer, and saj 
the takbir, Allahu akbar and continue with the du‘a' indicated ir 
the text. After the du‘a', go into ruku‘. Then continue as in a 
normal prayer sequence. 

12. (Pg. 36,20) Sometimes "Amana r-Rasulu " [(2, 285-286) (pg.176)] is 

recited instead of Surat al-Mulk (67). 

13. (Pg. 40) The morning prayer is a major pillar of the daily devotions. One 

should try to stay awake until the actual rising of the sun and ther 
perform the two sunna raka'at of Ishraq. It is said thatthe one whc 
stays up until sunrise receives the reward equivalent to aHajj. 

14. (Pg. 62,31) While reading Surat Ya Sin Mawlana Shaikh Nazim stops to saj 

the following: 

After saying Ya Sin he says: "Sall-Allahu ‘alayhi wa sallim' 
because Ya Sin is one of the names of the Prophet (ft). 

After reciting (36, 58), he says "Razzaqana Allah". 

After reciting (36, 59) he says "‘Adhan-Allah". 

15. (Pg. 62, 32) The pauses in the recitation of the 99 names of Allah on the 

following pages are not fixed. The Shaikh frequently changes 
the place of these pauses in his recitations. 

16. (Pg. 82) There are a number of variations of the Khatm mentioned in the 

Naqshbandi literature including versions by ‘Abdul Khaliq al- 
Gujdawani, Imam Rabbani Shaikh Ahmed Faruqi Sirhindi 
Maulana Khalid al-Baghdadi (Q.s.). The Khatmu 1-Khwajagan as 
reproduced here is the one usually done by the Shaikh. When 
referring to the khatm we are actually only referring to N. 1 - 12. 
N. 5 - 10 of the khatm are done silently. You will find, however 
that the Shaikh sometimes does this section outloud. (Perhaps 
because a majority of those assembled are not familiar with the 
readings, or because it has become customary, (w-Allahu ‘alam). 
The rest of the Dhikr is done for the honour of the other turuq, as 
was explained by Shaikh Nazim. That is why you will never fine 
any variation in the first part but you may find the Shaikh, or his 
wakils (or deputies), varying the second part quite considerably 
This version of the Khatm is actually a shortened one. 



Mawlana Shaikh Nazim once said that some of Mawlana Shaikf 
AbdAllah's murids used to do the Khatm three times a day. This 
indicates that an individual in the tariqa may do the Khatm at anj 
time, whereas to do the Khatm for a group, he must be authorisec 
by the Shaikh. 

17. (Pg. 84, 11) Shaikh Nazim usually reads this ayat from the Qur'an but any 
suitable ayat may be chosen depending on the inspiration of the 
Shaikh. 


18. (Pg. 98) More detailed explanations and commentaries on these practices 


can be found in theboolj The Naqshbandi Wav: a guidebook foi 
spiritual progress (Konya, 1982) or Futuhat al- H aqqaniwa (from 
Shaykh Adnan Kabbani). 


19. (Pg. 118) We have reproduced here only the most frequently usee 
supplications and prayers. The prayers for the ablutions were given 
us by the Shaikh. These are mainly intended for beginners. The 
prayers done before and after the meal, as well as the after a 
meeting, or suhba, are frequently to be heard in a number of 
variations. There are prayers for every aspect of a Muslim's life 
and you may find these in any standard compilation ol 
supplications and prayers of the Prophet (Is). 


20. (Pg. 124) In the short form of recitation of the Silsilah, you can just recite the 
names underlined.
